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HE Managing Editor has asked me to 
T write something on the progress and 

problems of the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
in the British Isles or, if you like, in Scot- 
land, the country of its origin. We could 
write plenty about both ‘aspects, for there is 
a great stir amongst Aberdeen-Angus in 
Britain today and as the world slowly 
passes from war conditions to those of 
eace, there is a feeling amongst us that the 
ea of this great cattle breed can still 
play a big part not only in the improve- 
ment of the breed itself throughout the 
world, but also in providing more and better 
food at a price that the public can pay and 
that will give producers a profit. 

During the war, the number of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle registered in Britain has fallen 
from 7589 (registered in 1938) to 5426 for 
the current year. This represents a loss in 
numbers, but not a loss in quality, for the 
worst cattle were discarded and killed off 
and those who possessed the best did not 
part with them. That in itself is therefore 
something on the credit side of the breed. 

Further, the tremendous restrictions im- 
posed upon beef cattle breeders in Britain 
during the war, although they have caused 
breeders of all kinds of beef cattle to swear 
pretty profusely, have not been an unmixed 
evil. Aberdeen-Angus breeders have very 
loyally carried out their Council’s request, 
made on the instructions of the Govern- 
ment, not to suckle any bull calf on more 


than one cow, and the result is that animals 
have been shown and sold at the big sales in 
natural condition and not being overfed, 
have escaped all the dangers which the re- 
ducing of surplus condition is liable to 
create in young breeding sires. Still fur- 
ther, by being able to go into the auction 
ring in such good physical shape on the 
plain diet, mostly of turnips and straw and 
grass, to which they were reduced, the Aber- 
deen-Angus have proved their claim to be 
able to flourish on a minimum of food at a 
small expense to their owners. 

Food indeed has been the biggest prob- 
lem the breed has had to face during the 
last few years. In England, which is pre- 
dominantly a dairying country and where 
the use of rotation pasture has never been 


so much favored as in Scotland, which nor- 


mally keeps fifty percent of its arrable 
land under the plough, there have been 
some fairly drastic reductions in the num- 
bers of cattle. Moreover, as the emphasis 
became heavier and heavier on milk produc- 
tion, the number of Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
licensed for use with cross cattle and with 
dairy breeds rapidly shrank until last year 
It was only about one-third of what it had 
been before the war. 


Despite this serious setback, it is a fact 
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that the number of individual breeders in 
England has greatly increased, so that now 
almost one-third of the British Aberdeen- 
Angus herds are located in England. 

Ireland has been more indirectly affected 
by the war. In Northern Ireland, where 
restrictions on beef production were very 
severe, the whole weight of the country’s 
cattle resources being thrown into the pro- 
duction of milk, Aberdeen-Angus have had 
a very severe blow, from which even today 
they are recovering only very slowly. One 
of the breeders in Northern Ireland, how- 
ever, who has not lost faith in the Blacks, 
is Sir Basil Brooke, the Prime Minister, who 
all through the war has kept his small, but 
select, herd going. 

In Eire the British demand for heavy 
carcasses, irrespective of whether the weight 
was bone or beef, favoured the Herefords 
and the Shorthorns, but this year particu- 
og breeders of commercial cattle had come 

o the conclusion that it was time they were 

getting more quality into their beef and 
there was a distinct improvement in the 
trade for Irish-bred Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
and that improvement would have affected 
the big Aberdeen-Angus sales at Perth had 
the untimely outbreak of Foot and Mouth 
Disease in Scotland just before the sale not 
caused the representatives of the Irish De- 
partment of Agriculture and some of the 
leading breeders to cancel their arrange- 
ments to visit Scotland and buy. 

Government policy, in short, has been the 
principal obstacle to. great Aberdeen-Angus 
progress during the war. It is hardly to be 
expected that Civil Servants, educated in 
Colleges and bred in towns, should be able 
to appreciate that the greatest amount of 
beef would be raised for the public by put- 
ting a premium on quality rather than upon 
live weight, irrespective of the character of 
the animal. The latter method, however, 
was the one adopted. The quality subsidy 
for beef, which had been so effective in 
giving Aberdeen-Angus cattle their right- 
ful place amongst the beef cattle of Brit- 
ain before the war, was discarded and 
prices, from the time the war started, were 
regulated by the weight of the animals 
almost without reference to the amount of 
meat they carried. Where quality was 
taken into account at all, it. was done by 
the eye and had no relation to the character 
of the dressed carcass. The result was that 
the British Government and the British 
public have been getting much less home 
produced beef than would have been the 
case had they improved upon, instead of 
discarded, the pre-war system and both 


Abroad with the Bonnie Blacks. 


Government and public have been paying 
for thick hides, heavy heads, massive bone 
and slabs of fat in quantities out of all pro- 
portion to the amount of edible and nutri- 
tious meat that was being provided. 

Even so, the Aberdeen-Angus has held 
its place in the esteem of commercial cat- 
tle breeders throughout the country. Th 
is still, even in England, a brisk dema 
for good pedigree Aberdeen-Angus bulls for 
crossing. There is today, particularly in 
the Scottish Borders where there are sey- 
eral Aberdeen-Angus herds for every one 


- ——_ years ago, a tremendous trade for 


Aberdeen-Angus crossing bulls and prices 
have been running up to as much as $1100.00 
and over for sires of that kind, while black 
cross weaned male calves sell up to $200.00 
a head and average about half that price in 
sales that may include fourteen or fifteen 
hundred animals. . 

Only the other day, in the North West of 
England, the top price for stores went to 
Aberdeen-Angus bullocks, although this was 
in the very midst of the country where the 
Shorthorn-Galloway blue-grey cross is at 
its best. At the winter Fat Stock Shows in 
England, of which a few were held, Aber- 
deen-Angus crosses won the championships 
wherever they were exhibited and at an 
Agricultural Exhibition in the heart of the 
Hereford country a butcher gave up his 
evenings to lecture every 7 to the pub- 
lic on the superior quality of Aberdeen-An- 
gus as beef producers. 

In Central Scotland, at two successive, 
sales of Shorthorn Cross Cattle and Aber- 
deen-Angus Cross Cattle, the Aberdeen-An- 
gus yearlings were making more than the 
Shorthorn two-year-olds and their third 
prize animals were making more than the 
Shorthorn’s first prize animals. It is thus 
clear that in the matter of providing beef, 
which after all is the main purpose that the 
Aberdeen-Angus pedigree breeder has in 
view, the Black Polled breed has maintain- 
ed its reputation and strengthened it dur- 
ing the war years. 

Sometimes, it is true, we hear today that 
the Aberdeen-Angus is becoming too small. 
I have heard that said for the last forty 
years, and the cattle today are no smaller 
than they were at the beginning of the cen- 
tury. It is sometimes said again that too 
much attention is paid to pedigree in breed- 
ing and that emphasis on show points is not 
necessary. Well, there are plenty of an- 
swers to that, but the best one is probably 
this, that the championship at the principal 
breed show of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the 
last seven years has been won six times by 
Mr, J. Ernest Kerr, of Harviestoun, while in 
the seventh year he had the reserve cham-

California Ranch has Assembled Some Top Catth 


T may be no more than a coincidence that 
the upland pastures of Ferndale Ranch 
in Ventura county, California, resemble 
some of the rugged Highland country of 


Scotland. But the fact remains that Aber-' 


deen-Angus do all right in both localities 
even though Ferndale and Ventura county 
are somewhat newer in the Doddie business. 

Scenic, as well as_ practical, Ferndale 
Ranch is typical of the newer Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding establishments coming to 
the fore in this fast-developing western 
country. Because of its rugged terrain 
virtually 100 per cent of the more than 
1,000 acres is given over to grazing. While 
one usually thinks of southern California as 
“sunny” the fact remains that the mountains 
back from Santa Paula canyon, and which 
furnish the back drop for the Paul Grafe 
pastures, can breed some severe storms. 
All of which means that the Doddies at 
Ferndale, both imported and those brought 
‘in from the middle west, have an opportun- 


‘ity to test their hardiness and foraging abil- 


ity. This they are doing in grand shape. 
While one cannot change the path of 


storms there is a very definite possibility 


of improving on nature in the matter of 
forage. The California man, being a con- 
struction engineer by profession, is doing 
much land improvement on Ferndale Ranch. 
The tools of the trade are a bulldozer and 
a brushland disk harrow. Sage brush, scrub 
trees and other unwanted vegetation are re- 
moved from the scene and bulldozed into 
some convenient gulley. With the land 
cleared of objectionable growth, but still far 
from being in a “farmable” condition it is 
gone over with a brushland disk, also power- 
ed by a sturdy crawler tractor disced up 


and re-seeded to improve mixtures. 


Some of the improved pastures are 
already in production; others are now in 


the process of improvement. But the aim 


is to get pastures with a larger carrying 
capacity, longer grazing season and more

succulent feed than is supplied by the native 
range. So far the most promising mixture 
consists of a perennial rye grass, alfalfa, 
birdsfoot trefoil, Burnett grass and tall 
fescue. This is the permanent pasture. For 
temporary or winter feed winter annuals 
such as rye, birdsfoot trefoil, subterranean 
clover and winter oats are sown in a mixture 
at a time to catch the late fall rains and 
produce feed during the day when less 
fortunate herds in the northern states are 
subsisting on hay and silage. , 

Not one to take “No” for an answer Mr. 
Grafe is experimenting with forage crops 
native to the middle west or south. Brome 
grass and buffalo grass have been seeded, 
experimentally, and lespedeza is being tried 
in the winter annual pasture mixture. If 
one of them should click Mr. Grafe believes 
the time and effort expended will be well a 
profitable investment. 


The pure bred Aberdeen-Angus herd at 
Ferndale is not especially long on numbers 
as yet, although it is not a small herd. It 
is, however, long on quality. Few new herds 
in the country can boast as much quality in 
its foundation stock. The cows represent- 
ed have been selected with an eye to qual- 
ity and type, and with good pedigrees. In 
so doing the California breeder is in a posi- 
tion where he will not have to “start over” 
in later years. 

Feature attraction to the Ferndale Aber- 
deen-Angus foundation are fifteen imported 
heifers, which has been previously mention- 
ed in the JOURNAL. Few groups brought 
to this country have attracted as much at- 
tention as have these females for in type 
and quality they represent the modern

. s bulls there is nothing wrong 
on a nemeak But you can’t do it with 
the tail-enders out of your bull production; 
it takes good sons of top sires to get this 
job done. 

Back in November Owner J. E. Barbey, of 
Angustorra Ranch, Steamboat Springs, 
Colorado, put into effect a plan he had been 
thinking of for some time. A consignment 
of thirty-seven strong yearlings was taken 
to Alliance, Nebraska, on the western edge 
of the famous Sand Hills range country. 
What Mr. Barbey, along with Bill Ross and 
Russell Higginson, expected for the lot they 
won't say. But when the day’s work was 
over the Angustorra bulls had brought in 
$27,875.00. 

Good bulls were selected, far in advance 
of the sale. For the range trade they didn’t 
halter break the bulls, nor had they been 
stall fed. They were top bulls, raised out 
of doors under natural conditions, showing 
plenty of natural thickness and fleshing but 
without excess fat. They were bulls that 
could go right out on the range without 
preliminary conditioning, or without being

“let down” in flesh. In spite of the fact 
that they were not halter broken they were 
a tractable, friendly lot—as are all cattle 
that have been raised and handled right. 
Prospective buyers, their wives and children 
got into the pens with the bulls and handled 
them. This was a big selling point to many 
folks unaquainted with Aberdeen-Angus, 
but who had heard the propaganda of other 
breeds that “the Angus are wild.” These 
folks were agreeably surprised and said so. 


When it came time to bid on the bulls it 
took $1,425.00 to annex the first individual. 
He was a son of Ernestar and the buyer was 
the Downing Cattle Co., Whitman, Neb- 
raska. Second top was $1,200.00 on a son 
of Eileenmere 495th, with the purchaser Leo 
Furman, Rushville, Nebraska. Then the 
Downing Cattle Co. bid $1,050.00 for a son 
of Eston Repeater, followed by bids of 
$950.00 by the Swanson Land & Cattle Co., 
Kennedy, Nebraska; L. M. Ewing, Rozet, 
Wyoming; and the Downing Cattle Co. 
Lowest price of the sale was $525.00.

It should be mentioned that the Angus- 
torra bulls sold at Alliance produced the 
highest average on range bulls, of any 
breed, that old timers in the western cattle 
country can recall. While Angustorra isn’t 
the oldest Aberdeen-Angus breeding estab- 
lishment. in the west by quite a few years 
it looks like Jack Barbey and his crew is 
getting the job done. 

Much the same kind of a story of taking 
the right kind of Aberdeen-Angus bulls into 
the range country can be told by an Iowa 
firm which has been selling the top end of 
its bull crop at Valentine, Nebraska. They 
have been doing this for four years. In 
1945 they averaged $455.00; in 1946 their 
average was $566.00 on twenty-one head. 
They reserve good-headed, naturally thick 
bulls for this sale; bulls that are well grown 
and developed. They do not permit anyone 
to come on the farm and “top out”. Ranch- 
ers, having learned the kind of bulls they 
will bring to Valentine appreciate the fact 
that they are not. getting left-overs and bid 
accordingly. 

Another example of what a commercial 
cattleman will pay for rugged, thick bulls 
was demonstrated in the 1946 National 
Western show at Denver. In the Aberdeen- 
Angus sale of bulls in pens of three and 
five E. E. Brown, Hardin, Colorado, secur-

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TYPE AND QUALITY stand out in these two groups of Females in the Penney & James herd at Hamilton, 
Missouri, a herd that is fast coming to the front. 


A new metal hay and feed barn is being 
re-worked into a permanent sale pavilion. 
This is being raised about four feet and 
bleacher seats are to be installed. This 
barn measures 80 by 50 feet. When 
not in use for sales the seats will be pulled 
up and the barn can be used for hay and 
feed storage the rest of the year. It. is 
likely that the new sale barn will get its 
Mmauguration in the April 15th auction, 
which will be held at the new farm instead 
of the “home place.” 

The attractive modern home on the Doddie 
show farm will be occupied by Herdsman 
Dave Luckitt. A several years program of 
pasture renovation and re-fencing is plan- 
ned by Orin James for the new farm. ost 
of the land is now in grass and this will be 
fertilized and re-seeded to pasture mixtures 
where necessary in order to get maximum 
carrying capacity. On the pastures of the 
“home place”, which are considerable above 
average in production, this treatment has 
consisted of three tons of limestone per 
acre plus 100 pounds of superphosphate 
and 200 pounds of rock phosphate per acre. 

To hendle nearly 400 head of cattle of 
breeding age, plus the young stuff coming 
on, requires a lot of feed, Orin James can 
assure you. Grass and hay is produced on 
the bulk of the 2,000 acres operated near 
Hamilton. “Haying is an all summer job 
with us,” he points out. Each year hay is 
cut from 250 to 300 acres. Starting with 
the first cutting of alfalfa, then red clover, 
timothy and lespedeza, and back to the 
alfalfa. The last hay is put up shortly before 
frost. It is his experience that timothy 
mixed with red clover or lespedeza, and cut 
at an early stage, makes for a cattle hay 
that is hard to beat. 

Some 100 acres of silage corn goes in 
each year. He puts corn in one planter box, 
sorghum seed in the other, and two bean 
boxes on the planter to handle the soy 
beans. By using a field cutter a silage 
mixture is prepared, in the field, and one 
that is thoroughly relished by the breeding 
herd. In addition to permanent silos, nine 
temporary silos were used for the 1946 crop. 
These are made of temporary cribbing slats 
and are built sixteen feet across. Lined 
with building paper and put up four cribs 
high they make a very satisfactory product 
and each holds around sixty tons. 
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It is no secret that the chief herd sire. at 
Penney & James—Eileenmere 487th, is a 
great breeding bull, one of the tops in the 
country. He proved that in the J. Garrett 
Tolan herd and has continued to prove it 
in the Missouri herd. The collection of top 
females that has been purchased should re- 
sult in some great calves for “487th” has 
produced some excellent calves out. of cows 
that are not the equal of the new group in 
conformation, breeding and families. He is 
the kind of bull that really “stamps” his 
calves and a lot of good ones were seen the 
day the farm was visited—“heads up”, 
straight lined, thick, short legged youngs- 
ters all carrying the same style and quality 
ao of the breeding on the dam’s 
side.

specifications for an L-type cattle 

shed, with an open front. This shed 
is a standard design worked out co-opera- 
tively by agricultural engineers of fifteen 
north central states and is known as mid- 
west. plan No. 72401. 


The shed on the following page has one 
wing 68 by 20 feet with the adjoining wing 
44 feet by 20 feet. The specifications are 
for a shed of this size but additional twelve 
foot units can be added to fit individual 
herd needs. 


The L-shaped, open front, shed has much 
to recommend it in practical beef cattle 
production, whether pure bred or commer- 
cial. It is one of the most economical type 
sheds to construct and properly located will 
give sufficient winter protection, even in 
the most severe climates, as well as af- 
fording summer shade and storm protection. 
Under most conditions, and with Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle, there is no need to control 
the temperature in the shed, except possibly 
in the case of very small calves in very 
severe weather. Open front sheds will pre- 


Q: the opposite page are the plans and 


sent no ventilation problem, as in closed 
barns, and many cattlemen report better 
health in cattle so handled. 


In figuring shed needs, and where the 
cattle have access to an outside yard, a floor 
area of 50 square feet should be allowed 
per cow and small calf. The shed illustrat- 
ed, therefore, will handle five cows per 12 
foot unit. Calves—stocker or feeder steers 
or replacement heifers, should have 30

square feet per head or eight to the twelve 
foot unit of the shed illustrated. Yearlings 
should have around 40 square feet. per head 


The North Central Committee on live 
stock buildings estimates that a safe rule 
is to allow ten per cent of the production 
costs to be charged up to housing. In 
planning new construction pick a good loca 
tion with natural drainage away from the 
barn or shed. Be sure there is an adequatt 
water supply handy and figure a minimul 
of twelve gallons per head per day.

N the production of top carcass beef no 

breed can even closely approach the rec- 

ord made by Aberdeen-Angus steers. 
“On the hoof” victories are important 
enough, and here the Doddies also have an 
enviable mark; but when the hide is off and 
the side of beef hangs in the cooler the 
proof of all breeding and feeding excellence 
is there to see. This is the final pay-off 
and the ultimate goal of all beef cattle. 

The 1946 grand champion of the Inter- 
national Live Stock Exposition carcass con- 
test was an Aberdeen-Angus steer fed and 
shown by the veteran feed lot operator 
Tilden J. Burg, of Sciota, Illinois. Weigh- 
ing 1,020 pounds on the hoof the champion 
showed a dressed weight of 693 pounds for 
the very good dressing percentage of 67.94 
per cent. But more important he carried 
the marbling and quality of fleshing, the 
thickness of muscling over the prime cuts, 
combined with just the right amount of fat 


to make for taste and tenderness, to put 
him in the grand championship class. Buyer 
at $3.50 a pound, the highest International 
carcass price since 1928, was Gallagher’s 
Steak House, of New York City. This 
famous eating establishment, along with 
many others specializing in top beef, always 
ve Aberdeen-Angus when they are avail- 
able. 

In winning the 1946 International carcass 
championship the Aberdeen-Angus_ breed 
furthered a record not even closely ap- 
proached by any of the other breeds. IN 
FORTY-ONE CONTESTS THE DODDIES 
HAVE CAPTURED THE INTER-BREED 
PURPLE THIRTY-NINE TIMES. One 
other time, in 1939, the winner was a Steer 
out of an Aberdeen-Angus cow, but by a 
Shorthorn bull. In the first contest, back 
in 1900, the winner was a Shorthorn steer, 
the only time another breed has come 
through with a clear-cut victory.

HE subject of this picture could be 
T called “How to Get in the Aberdeen- 

Angus Business in One Easy Lesson.” 
All it takes is some good Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls used on not-too-good dairy cows. 

Back in 1941 Miss Betty and Miss Rhona 
Williams, of La Honda, San Mateo county, 
California, were in the dairy business on a 
rather substantial basis. Located about 
forty miles south of San Francisco they 
were in a favorable locality for fluid milk 
sale. But when the war came on the proxi- 
mity to the ship yards and war industries 
of the San Francisco bay area wrecked the 
dairying activities of the Williams Sisters. 
Help was just not to be had. 

So they sold off all their better dairy 
cows and kept some of the older cows, those 
of mixed breeding or poorer type, cows 
with less than four quarters. On the ad- 
vice of friends they put Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls to work on these cows and let the 
cross bred calves do the milking. With a 
minimum of labor they have been able to 
make profitable use of their grazing land 
with their beef business. Bulls siring these 
calves have come from the herd of Dr. A. 
W. Henry, San Leandro, California, and 
they have been doing a good job. 

In the picture are some of the old original 
dairy cows, some of their calves, and some 
heifers and second generation Aberdeen-An- 
gus cross bred calves that show none of the 
dairy ancestry on the maternal side.

SCHOOLS STUDY STIMULANTS IN 
FATTENING LIVE STOCK, 

Use of stimulants in the feeding of live 
stock—both commercially and for show and 
sale—is not. a new practice. Previously the 
two products used have been nuxvomica and 
Fowler’s solution, both powerful stimulants. 
Back of the sporadic more or less “on the 
quiet” use of these products has been the 
idea that through the slowing up of the 
rate of metabolism animals put on weight 
faster and developed a glossier hair coat. 

On the negative side has been the lack of 
scientific knowledge as to the possible ad- 
verse effects of the use of these drugs— 
and what dosages were “safe.” Little actual 
knowledge has been available as to the ef- 
fect of these drugs on longevity and repro- 


duction in breeding cattle, or the possibility 


of fat animals killing out with dark colored 
meat. 

Within the last year or so two new drugs 
have come to light which have much the 
same effect as the two previously mention- 
ed. These are thiouracil and thiourea, Both 
affect the thyroid gland and influence the 
rate of fat deposit. Reduction in the secre- 
tion of thyroxine by the gland, either 
through partial removal or through the 
feeding of stimulants, has been found to 
speed up fleshing. 

Research work on the effects of the new 
drugs, as well as the older ones, is being 
undertaken by at least three state experi- 
ment stations. In Missouri work has been 
done with hogs; at Purdue lambs were fed 
thiouracil and thiourea. At a third school 
work is under way with the feeding of these 
products, along with nuxvomica and Fowl-

er’s solution, to beef cattle. Because work 
at this latter school has not been completed 
the JOURNAL will devote a later article to 
the full report, when it is available. 

The lamb feeding work at Purdue pro- 
vides some interesting preliminary informa- 
tion. Lambs fed .175 to .3833 grams per 
head, daily, of the drugs showed definitely 
better fattening and higher dressing car- 
casses than did the lambs not getting the 
drugs. Of the lambs fed the product sixty 
per cent dressed out the top market grade 
against only thirty per cent for the check 
lot not receiving the product. The “drug 
store” lambs showed greater accumulations 
of fat both around the kidneys, liver and 
cod and also on the loins. 

It was noted that the daily feed consump- 
tion per lamb was reduced somewhat in 
those getting the drugs, although the dif- 
ferences in feed per pound of gain were not 
particularly significant. Neither drug was 
relished by the lambs because of the bitter 
taste and something of a job was encounter- 
ed in getting the product consumed. 

At the third school where an arsenic 
compound (Fowler’s solution), a strychnine 
compound (nuxvomica) and thiouracil were 
fed to beef cattle much the same results 
were found in preliminary work—that the 
cattle getting the stimulants required some- 
what less feed per 100 pounds of gain with 
the effectiveness of the compounds increas- 
ing in the order named. However, over a 
three months feeding period the effective- 
ness of the products seemed to decrease 
compared with the early results. 

This cattle feeding experiment with 
stimulants will be concluded when the cattle 
are graded and killed, the carcasses scored 
as to color and fat deposits and when the 
meat is analyzed to see if it is safe for hu- 
man consumption. Until this comprehensive 
study is completed live stock men are ad- 
vised by this school to go easy in the mat- 
ter of feeding stimulants.

‘HE Aberdeen-Angus fraternity has 

‘| lost one of its staunchest supporters 

in the Southeast in the death of James 

B. Simonton, of Micanopy, Florida. The 

Simonton Ranch has been a potent factor 

in Doddie progress, both pure bred and com- 
mercial, for nearly thirty years. 

Of Scotch-Irish stock Mr. Simonton was 
a native of Florida and lived in the state 
for all of his eighty-three years. His peo- 
ple originally were extensive cotton pro- 
ducers but “J.B.” laid the foundation for 
his success in the production of winter 
vegetables in central Florida. 

Realizing that exclusive vegetable pro- 
duction could be a “feast or famine” propo- 
sition Mr. Simonton turned to live stock. 
At first a Jersey herd was maintained but 
later he came to the conclusion that. beef 
cattle would fit better into the feed and 
market prospects in his section. After look- 
ing around he settled on Aberdeen-Angus. 
This was in 1916. His first Doddie pur- 
chase was a bull and three 
pure bred cows from 
James Knox, of Jacks- 
boro, Texas. In addition 
thirty commercial cows 
were secured from the Ft. 
Worth vicinity. Later he 
purchased fifteen females 
from J. J. Logan, of Jack- 
sonville, Florida. From 
these purchases were 
developed the Simonton 
Ranch pure bred and com- 
mercial Aberdeen-Angus 
that found a ready market 
in many sections of 
Florida and the Southeast. 


One of the top bulls 
used in the Simonton herd 
was Brenthian of French 
Broad, secured from the 
University of Florida but 
bred by French Broad 
Farms, then at Dandridge, 
Tennessee. This was in 
1931. He was six years 
of agc at the time and Mr. 
Simonton used him for six 
years. Following the death 
of Brenthian the Florida 
veteran secured two bulls 
from the Fullerton herd in 
Oklahoma, bulls that were 
shown at the 1937 Florida 
State Fair at Tampa. 

Mr. Simonton was 
recognized as a live stock 
leader in his state and 
served as a member of 
the State Live Stock San- 
itary Board. He was a 
director of both the 
Florida State Fairs—at 
Jacksonville and at 
Tampa, and was president 
of the Alachua County 
Fair Association. A mem-

the calf is sired by a bull whose in- 
dividuality makes appeal and whose identity 
as a stock bull is well established, then the 
sale of the calf at a remunerative price 1s 
almost a formality these days. 

The way the business is at present, I 
would give more money for an open female, 
than I would if she were in calf to some 
bull. High class stock bulls always have 
been the medium for exerting a breed- 
puilding-uplifting influence on the whole 
herd. I am not depreciating the importance 
of good females. They too are important— 
very important. But the influence of a 
real stock bull in the herd, makes it possible 
to build a good herd of cattle much more 
quickly than is possible via the female 


route. 

I’ve wondered many times why buyers at 
the sales dig so deeply in their pockets 
when they buy females. At Ohio State 
University we have paid more for stock 
bulls and stock rams than we have paid 
for females. With the high priced bull, the 
road is long enough—if you have good 
fortune. With too many high priced fe- 
males, the road may be altogether too long. 

If our herd at Ohio State has the right 
kind of identity, it has resulted in large 
part from the use of two bulls and the con- 
tributions of two cows. 

In 1938 when cattle were comparatively 
cheap, Ohio State purchased a bull calf 
from Jake Caldwell, of Chillicothe, Ohio. 
The price of the calf was $500.00. He was 
shown as a senior calf at the Ohio State 
Fair in 1938 where he landed in second posi-

Since 
that time, Ohio State University has sold 
$14,500.00 worth of progeny by The Elite. 
At the present time we have ten daughters 
of The Elite here in our breeding herd. 


Among his progeny sold was a son, for 
$1500.00; one daughter for $2100.00; two 
daughters for $1000.00 each and six ad- 
ditional sons and daughters for $500.00 or 
more. 

Then the day arrived when we needed a 
bull to mate to the daughters of The Elite. 
We had sold Elite’s Enchanter for $1500.00.

The Duke of Milburn was purchased in 
the summer of 1942. At The Ohio State 
Breeders’ Show at Urbana in 1942, The 
Duke topped his class and was made the 
grand champion bull of the show.

The Duke of Milburn by his show-ring 
winnings had established his identity as an 
individual. Mated with the daughters of 
The Elite—The Duke, also very quickly 
established his identity as a herd bull. 

At the Urbana State Show in 1944, The 
Duke was the sire of the first and third 
prize senior bull calves; the first prize sen- 
ior heifer calf; the reserve grand champion 
bull of the sale is the reserve grand cham- 
pion female and the first prize get of sire 
group. 

At the 1945 State Show at Urbana, The 
Duke of Milburn was the sire of the first 
and third prize senior bull calves; the grand 
champion bull of the sale; the second prize

Breeders Sell 10,068 Head of Cattle for $5,261,640.00

LL-TIME records in Aberdeen-Angus 
merchandising were broken in the 

year just closed. In 165 public auc- 
tions reported in the JOURNAL a grand 
total of 10,068 pure bred cattle went 
through the sale ring for the lump sum of 
$5,261,640.00 during the calendar year of 
1946. Average on these cattle was $522.61. 
When one considers that more Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle were sold at public auction in 
1946 than in the ten-year period of 1924 to 
1934, and at average prices better than four 
times the average of those years, the total 
of the year’s business takes on new signifi- 
cance. To the $5,261,640.00 received in auc- 
tion sales must be added the 
considerably larger number 


that set new highs compared with previous 
auctions—the Virginia Breeders’ fall sale 
with a $902.00 average; The Southwestern 
Regional at Tulsa; the Grand National, the 
Central Regional, and others. 

The top three sales of the year—Fuller- 
ton, Grand River and Tolan, were held in 
the spring and still stand as the year’s top. 
Likewise the $35,000.00 bull top in the Full- 
erton sale and the world’s record $25,000.00 
price for a beef female set in the Tolan auc- 
tion also stand as the year’s high marks on 
individual cattle.

cattle average was consid- 
erably above that of the 
horned cattle. 

Since the last auction report was publish- 
ed in the July JOURNAL there have been 
sixty fall sales of Aberdeen-Angus in which 
3,431 cattle sold for an average of $449.10. 

While this average reduced by $38.00 per 
head the average established in the winter 
and spring sales it in no way indicates any 
weakening of the price values. Quality 
and age considered the fall sales were fully 
as strong as those earlier in the year. 

The four top fall sales this year were Ed- 
wards Brothers, of Canada, with a $1,646.00 
average on fifty head; Dutchess County 
Breeders with $1,530.00 on forty-seven heif- 
ers; $1,102.00 on ninety-nine head in the 
Charles T. Bates dispersion in Oklahoma 
and the $1,048.00 average on forty-four lots 
in the Ontario Breeders’ sale. These sales 
replaced four spring sales in the list of “the 
top 20” auctions of the year. To these good 
fall auctions could be added several others 
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Only in one year, 1920, have auction 
prices averaged higher than in 1946. How- 
ever, values of that year were somewhat 
fictitious in that much of the trading was 
done on a credit basis. The 1946 mark of 
$522.61 represents cash transactions. 

There were twelve sales in 1946 in which 
the average exceeded $1,000.00 and there 
were six sales in which the gross receipts 
ranged from $109,000.00 to $304,000.00, the 
latter the Association’s National in Chicago. 

In the twenty top sales of the past year 
1,484 head of cattle sold for an average of 
$1,409.50. This also represents a new rec- 
ord for the breed. Never before have there 
been so many top cattle as there are in the 
nation’s herds today. 

The Aberdeen-Angus breed has come a 
long way in the United States in the last 
four decades. For it was back in 1900 that 
breeders had enough cattle for only eight 
public auctions. The average that year was

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Essay Winners tell of War Contribution 


Editor’s Note—Each year the Saddle and Sir- 
loin club of Chicago sponsors an essay contest 
among undergraduates of agricultural colleges 
in the United States and Canada. The subject 
for 1946 was “The Live Stock Industry’s War 
Contribution.” Judges of the contest were 
Frank Richards, of the American Aberdeen-An- 
gus Breeders’ Association; Jerry Satola of 
Armour & Co.; and Clem J. Weyker, of the 
Drovers Journal, : 

Here is reproduced the first and second prize 
contributions. Both of the young men served 
in the armed forces, as did a majority of the 
contributors. The Gold medal winner is A. 
Stewart Bledsoe, of Washington State College, 
an ex-fighter pilot in the navy, the son of a rear 
admiral in the navy, but Stewart Bledsoe is not 
interested in a naval career—he is a senior in 
animal husbandry. 

Allen W. Brakke, the Silver Medal winner, 
served in the army during the war but returned 
to resume his animal husbandry education at 
the University of Wisconsin. Mr. Brakke is not 
new to JOURNAL readers, for he has contri- 
buted two other articles within the past year. 


To outfit each of our fighting men—and 
there were eleven million of them—required 
247 pounds of grease wool, the entire clip 
from thirty sheep, and the wool from twelve 
additional sheep was required to maintain 
him each year thereafter. Each G.I. re- 
ceived over six pounds of meat a week, or 
280 pounds a year—twice the amount 
rationed to civilians. 

From our fighting allies came the order 
for 8.3 billion pounds of meat in the years 
1941-45, 90 per cent of it pork, for delivery 
to Russia and England. These were not 
tentative plans, er nebulous figures, but 


accomplished facts. Great. Britain, a nation _ 


of 46,000,000 souls, all living in an area 
twice the size of New York state, was able, 
by plowing up parks and cricket greens, to 
decrease their food imports from 60 per 
cent to 33 per cent. Our lend-lease contri- 
bution amounted to only ten per cent of 
their total food consumption, but it marked 
the difference between severe nation-wide 
malnutrition and an adequate diet. This 
near-diaster was averted by the efforts of 
the American livestock industry. 


Boys Leave Farms 


The armed services called up much of the 
available man power formerly used to pro- 
duce livestock; high war-plant wages lured 
others away. Yet during the war years, 
the number of livestock marketed increased 
from 109.5 million head in each of the four 
pre-war years to 139 million marketed an- 
nually in the period of 1941-44. These aver- 
ages show an over-all boost of twenty-seven 
per cent. No matter how modernized or 
streamlined livestock production may be, it 
must still remain an operation largely per- 
formed by manpower. Yet shorthanded and 
bedeviled by well meant legislation, the 
sounds of production could be heard. The 
“vip-yip” of the cowhand, the “thwack” of 
the loader’s canvas slapper, the thud of the 
stunning-ax, and the “snick” of the trim- 
mer’s knife, were heard the length of the 
land. Every man put forth his utmost. 

Fortunately, the war years yielded bump- 
er crops. Pastures and ranges were lush, 
and the harvest was abundant; but it took 
the sweat of men to realize the goal of a 19 
per cent increase in cattle marketed during 
the war years, 35 per cent gain in hog re- 
ceipts, and a 15 per cent boost in sheep.

Silver Medal Essay

NFANTRYMEN gripping Garands, ma- 
chine guns, mortars, and _ bazookas, 
pushing through the trackless jungles of 

the South Pacific islands, used energy at a 
terrific rate. They depended on meat and 
meat products of a kind that “stuck by their 
ribs” to keep them going. They know what 
Genera] Marshal 

meant when he said, 
“The American 
army was _ unques- 
tionably better fed 
than any in history” 
in his report to the 
nation “The Win- 
ning of the War in 
Europe and the 
Pacific.” It was 
primarily the contri- 
bution of the live- 
stock industry that 
made the American 
army the best fed in 
history. Livestock 
producers responded 
well to Secretary of 
Agriculture Ander- 
son when he said, “In the last war the de- 
mand was for wheat. In this war meat is 
the at weapon.” 

While soldiers of the fighting front de- 
pended on meat for their effectiveness, the 
war ravaged bodies of soldiers in rehabilita- 
tion hospitals behind the lines were being 
mended with rest, expert medical care, and 
plenty of body-building meats. Back home 
in the States at the several great basic 
training camps hundreds of thousands of 
soldiers were —— developed into first 
class fighting men through rigorous physi- 
cal training and square meals containing 
meat. Defense workers, too, needed the 
energy provided by livestock products to 
enable them to effect their phenomenal pro- 
duction. On all oceans of the globe, Lib- 
erty ships of the Merchant Marine were 
piled high with meats and livestock pro- 
ducts destined for our valiant allies. On 
planes high overhead, on ships at sea, on 
tanks snaking across the desert, and in 
many other ‘strange and varied conditions, 
the fighting men of the Allies depended on 
meat and meat products as much as the 
planes and tanks and ships they operated 
depended on gas and oil. 


The All-Time Record 


In 1944 the Allies made great strides 
toward victory. D-Day, the liberation of 
France, the invasion of Germany—all 
signified the beginning of the end for Axis 
aggressors. And it was in 1944 that farm- 
ers and ranchers backed up the fighting 
men with an unequaled, all-time record pro- 
duction of almost 24 billion, 700 million 
pounds of meat, or about 9 billion pounds 
more than the annual average of the pre- 
war years ’35-’39. 

This achievement takes on added signif- 
icance when it is realized that this record 
was attained under unfavorable conditions. 
Selective service drained the cream of agri-

and going through to the junior champion- 
ship. I had bought Glenfoil Thick Set several 
months previously from the veteran breed- 
er and universally beloved character, P. J. 
Donohoe, of Holbrook, Iowa, Mr. Donohoe 
retaining possession until after the Inter- 
national show in December. 

From 1906 until 1940, I never missed 
showing at an International show and I am 
extremely proud of the record of having 
been a continuous exhibitor there for a long- 
er period than any other one person. 


My memories of the International go 
farther back than 1906, however, because 
as a young boy with a burning desire to be- 
come a live stock breeder, I had visited 
earlier shows and it was at one of these 
that I became acquainted with P. J. Dono- 
hoe, and other prominent live stock figures 
of that time. Among them was one of the 
live stock industry’s greatest friends, Alvin 
H. Sanders, who was vice-president, in the 
beginning, and later president, of this great 
show. Mr. Sanders who later became one 
of my best friends and supporters, is better 
known as the editor and publisher of what, 
in the opinion of many, was the most. in- 
fluential live stock publication of all time, 
the old Breeders’ Gazette.

Consequently, the Re- 
publican party in control of Congress will 
have to assume responsibility for what hap- 
pens to farmers over the next couple of 
years. It isn’t a responsibility to be taken 
ightly. 
get tical analysists have figured that two 
out of every three farmers outside the 
South now are Republican-inclined. That 
is the margin—assuming that the Demo- 
crats continue to hold an edge in the big 
city vote—which the GOP is counting on to 
carry its candidate into the White House in 
1948. : 
The President’s declaration came as a 
pomb-shell surprise to Congressmen of both 
parties as well as to farm organization 
leaders. All of them had assumed that the 
Steagall promise of not less than 90 per 


' Primi de TRUMAN’S surprise ac- 


cent of parity would continue until 1950. 

The announcement completely changed 
the farm legislation picture so far as the 
80th Congress is concerned. Previously, 
GOP leaders had planned to make only 
minor changes—and let the Democrats 
carry the burden of responsibility. 

There isn’t any answer yet to several 
questions. Will the Republicans let price 
support pledges expire at the end of 1948? 
Will they vote production controls and sub- 
sidies? Will the $300,000,000-a-year soil 
conservation benefit payments be continu- 
ed? 

The answer to those questions will deter- 
mine the type of farm program to be in 
effect after 1948—unless the Republicans 
decide to make an earlier change. 


The Democratic Administration is push- 
ing hard for a world trade program based 
on low tariffs, commodity agreements and 
cut-rate exports to needy nations for relief. 
That is another challenge which the GOP 
must meet. 

The proposal runs counter to the GOP’s 
historic position in favor of high protective 
tariffs and in opposition to Democratic bar- 
gaining away of home market price ad- 
vantages for American producers. But will 
the GOP stick with that stand? 

It involves an important phase of the 
country’s foreign policy and there has been 
a sort of unwritten agreement that the two 
parties will stick together on foreign policy 
matters. It involves, too, our collaboration 
with other members of the United Nations. 

The Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act, 
put through over Republican opposition in 
the thirties, comes up for review this 
spring. It permits the government to re- 
duce tariffs to twenty-five per cent of pre- 
war. These agreements will die unless Con- 
gress approves them. : 

Undersecretary of Agriculture N. E. Dodd 
had State Department backing when he pro- 
posed to the FAO World Food Commisssion 
recently that the United States take the 
lead in promoting world trade by placing 
its surplus farm commodities on the bar- 
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gain counter for relief distribution in needy 
countries. 


The live stock quarantine clamped on im- 
ports of Mexican cattle, sheep, goats and 
swine after confirmation of the existence of 
the foot and mouth disease probably will 
continue in effect for several years. 

USDA veterinarians doubt that the Mexi- 
can government can control the outbreak. 
Some of them think it is out of control now, 
but officials think the disease hasn’t enter- 
ed this country yet. They have ordered the 
border more closely guarded. 

The U. S.-Mexican border was closed to 
live stock imports last June when there was 
reason to believe that the foot and mouth 
disease had been brought into Mexico with 
a shipment of Brazilian bulls. Somebody 
fumbled in letting the bars down in October. 

The quarantine will hit the Mexican 
cattle industry a body blow. The U. S. 
takes from 300,000 to 500,000 head of Mex- 
ican cattle each year and several thousand 
head were at border points waiting entry 
pon the quarantine was put on December 
27th. 

The Agriculture and State departments 
are setting up a rigid quarantine system 
which will guard against entry of the dis- 
ease not only through live animals and 
meats but through hides, bonemeal, organic 
fertilizers, railroad cars, trucks, automo- 
biles, garbage from ships, etc. 


The Flannagan-Hope Research and Mar- 
keting Act passed by the 79th Congress ap- 
pears in danger of becoming snarled in con- 
flicting approaches to the problem of full 
production and surpluses. 

The congressional approach was that 
American producers would, in the long run, 
have to rely almost exclusively on expan- 
sion of domestic markets as an outlet for 
surpluses. It assumed that wartime exports 
would not be maintained. 

More recently, influential people both in 
the State and the Agriculture departments 
have advanced the view that exports offer 
the only method for any really sizeable ex- 
pansion in market for farmers. 

There are other obstacles besetting those 
seeking to get the multi-million dollar pro- 
gram started. The Budget Bureau turned 
a deaf ear to pleas for funds to get the pro- 
gram under way before next June 30th, the 
end of the current fiscal year. 

Effectiveness of the program will depend 
upon how liberal or stingy Congress is when 
it comes to appropriating funds for the 
1948 fiscal year. The Budget Bureau re- 
commended the full $19,000,000.00 authoriz- 
ed in the Act. 

Secretary of Agriculture Anderson and E. 
A. Meyer, who is directing the program, are 
making strong efforts to get an organiza- 
tion ready to function if and when funds be- 
come available. 

National commodity and producer organi- 
zations have been asked to make nomina- 
tions for the seventeen commodity and four 
functional committees authorized by the 
Eleven-Man National Advisory Committee 
at the December meeting with Anderson. 


These committees will “advise with the De- 
partment on kinds of problems of each in- 
dustry which need to be studied ... and 
suggest various methods of approach.” 

Commodity committees, each to have a 
membership of not fewer than five nor more 
than eleven, to be created are: Live stock, 
dairy, poultry and poultry products, citrus 
fruits, deciduous fruits, vegetables, pota- 
toes, nuts, grains, feeds and seeds, rice, 
dried beans and peas, cotton, wool, tobacco, 
peanuts, soy beans and flax seed. 

Functional committees, on which mem- 
bership is not limited, are to include trans- 
— storage, packaging, and foreign 
trade. 


An unusually large number of items of 
farm interest are on the calendar of the 
80th Congress. After labor legislation, 
farm topics will attract more interest than 
any other subject. 

Congressional accent will be on the fol- 
lowing subjects: 

1. Labor—revision of the Wagner Act 
and passage of the Case Bill vetoed last 
year. 

2. Farm—authorize imposition of pro- 
duction goals as a condition for receiving 
price supports. 

3. Social Security—Broaden social se- 
curity benefits and extend certain features 
to farmers. 

4. Taxes—reduce taxes about ten per 
cent and cut federal expenditures twenty 
per cent. 

5. Draft—expires March 31st; extension 
and compulsory military training program 
to be asked. 

6. Farm parity—upward revision for 
livestock and dairy to be pushed by farm 
organizations. 


Practical Beef Production 


Worthy of a place in any cattleman’s 
library is Jack Widmer’s newest _ book, 
“Practical Beef Production.” Jack Widmer 
is a Colorado rancher when he is not serv- 
ing as a Lieutenant Colonel in Uncle Sam’s 
army. In fact it was fifteen days before 
Pearl Harbor that the idea of a beef book 
for beginners, as well as old timers, was 
born while gazing at a nondescript bunch 
of steers grazing in a friend’s pasture in 
New Jersey. Part of the Widmer “cow 
book” was written during his training in 
the states; in Europe with Patton’s Third 
Army he didn’t have much time for writ- 
ing until a shell burst near Nancy and put 
him in the hospital with some extra time 
on his hands. Out of the hospital and back 
in the line again he managed to finish it 
in a half lighted cellar in Bastogne. 

Both commercial and pure bred beef herd 
management and problems are discussed 
and the owner of Horseshoe Ranch devotes 
some good material, and photographs, of 
top Aberdeen-Angus specimens. The book 
is well illustrated by photographs taken by 
the author. and others, and is a concise, 
modern approach to the practical end of 
beef cattle production.

The 1947 Outlook 


N the outset let it be understood that 

your Editor does not pose as a prophet. 

Nevertheless there are a few rumors 
floating about the country that might be 
somewhat disquieting to beef cattle produc- 
ers in that they raise the question as to the 
future welfare of the Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle breeding industry. These rumors are 
frequently the outgrowth from such _ in- 
quiries as “How much longer will these 
high prices last ?”. 

To this inquiry one can only reply—the 
demand for high class beef is still unsatis- 
fied and no doubt will remain in this state 
for some time to come. It requires many 
years to recover from a meat shortage es- 
pecially when it has been created largely 
through the reduction of breeding herds as 
has been the case these last few years. 

When worn out cows and the less profit- 
able sorts are sent to market in the num- 
bers represented in the markets the past 
few years, it is going to be quite some 
time before they have been fully replaced 
and the business of producing top grade 
feeder calves is brought up to par, or even 
near the point where the numbers will meet 
the demand of the better class feeders and 
finishers. Therefore from this angle prices 
for the better kind of breeding cattle should 
remain at a reasonably high level for many 
more years. Especially is this true with 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed. With more

rica presents no more alluring 
Pr sonora than the far-famed Blue 
Grass region of central Kentucky centering 
about the city of Lexington. Lovely old 
country homes set well back from the public 
highways, rich pastures that seem to have 
some special adaptability for the successful 
development of live stock—due perhaps to 
the underlying limestone foundation; a 
people with an inherited liking for a good 
horse and an inherited dislike for “inferior” 
cattle; people who love to surround them- 
selves With all that lends richness to rural 
life and have succeeded to a remarkable de- 
gree in accomplishing their object. 

Within the memory of some now living, 
this delectable region was generally regard- 
ed as American headquarters for pure bred 
Shorthorns. Here Robert A. Alexander made, 
at Woodburn, the Dukes and Duchesses of 
Airdrie internationally famous. The story 
of how the progeny of the grand old 10th 
Duchess of that name, in the first and sec- 
ond generations sold for an aggregate of 
some $200,000.00, established perhaps an 
all time record. Here Abram Renick and 
his Roses of Sharon gained the admiration 
of the Shorthorn world on both sides the 
Atlantic. Earl Dunmore, a Scottish peer, 
once took a number of these to Great Brit- 
ain and sold one heifer, Red Rose of the

Isles, for $10,000.00. The Vanmeters, Cun- 
ninghams and Bedfords, Wm. Warfield, who 
at Grasmere bravely defied the aggression 
of partisans of the blood of Thomas Bates, 
of Kirklevington; Col. Tom Moberley and 
his sensational grand champion of the Unit- 
ed States, Young Abbotsburn—all these 
names testify to the glories of the hey day 
of Shorthorn power in the Blue Grass. And 
the traveler in central Kentucky may still 
see the “Red White and Roan’”—the peren- 
nially popular Shorthorn as he drives 
between Lexington, Paris, Winchester, Mt. 
Sterling, Richmond and other county towns, 
But we are dealing here with another bovine 
race. The Shorthorn in this favored section 
vf the country has now the company and 
competition of the no-horn. 

The Aberdeen-Angus are rapidly gaining 
in popularity throughout the state of Ken- 
tucky. Dean Cooper, of the state agricul- 
tural college says: “The chief reason for 
this is to be found in the success of the 
black cattle at the Louisville Fat Stock 
Show, where well over a thousand fat steers 
are exhibited annually. The 4-H Club and 
Vocational Agriculture boys are taking all 
of the available steer calves of suitable 
quality and type.” An official directory 
published in 1935 by the State Association 
lists one hundred and twelve members. It. 
is definitely known that many new herds 
have been established during the past 
few years and that very few of the older 
herds have been dispersed. Grayson County 
has sixteen relatively new herds and Old- 
ham County has at least four. 


One of the largest new herds is owned by 
Spindletop Farm at Lexington. This herd 
has been made up by the purchase of a 
select group of thirty-five head from J. 
Harvey Allen’s Allenhurst Farm, including 
the excellent bull, Eileenmere 179th, to- 
gether with thirty-five head from Dudley 
Henton, including the herd bull, Blackbird 
Sublette 66th, and the complete Rosenwald 
& Dyson herd from Illinois which number- 
er around one hundred and ten head and 
included the stock bull, Elborea Boy.

By working long hours and 
saving the pennies, we succeeded in meeting 
our notes before they were due and pur- 
chased more land. Our father before us 
bred Shorthorn cattle in a small way, so it 
was our ambition to own a good herd of 
registered cattle of some kind, and when 
we could afford it we made our first pur- 
chase of two registered Aberdeen-Angus 
cows, in 1914. 

“Our ambition has always been to own 
one of the best herds of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle in the country. Each year we have 
saved our best heifer calves and bought the 
very best herd bulls we could afford. We 
have also purchased a few good cows when 
we thought they would improve our herd, 
and we now think we have one of the good 
herds of the Southland. We own and oper- 
ate 2579 acres of good central Kentucky

The breeding of Aberdeen-Angus was 
commenced in 1914. The first purchase 
was from the herd of that pioneer breeder, 
Col. Tom Cochran, Shepherdsville, Ken- 
tucky. Two cows were selected and in part- 
nership with a neighbor a bull was bought. 
From time to time a few cows were added. 
In 1917 a carload of cows and calves was 
obtained from Senator Lantz’s herd, many

WHAT’S A 
BULL WORTH? 


A dollars and cents method of evaluating 
the worth of a top sire in a commercial beef 
herd is suggested by M. H. McDonald, North 
Dakota State college animal husbandman. 
Figuring that a bull will sire a minimum of 
100 calves during his lifetime, and that 
these calves averaged twenty-five pounds 
heavier and sold two cents a pound higher 
than the calves by a poor sire “the good 
bull is worth at least $1,000.00 more than 
the inferior animal,” he says. 

“No bull is too good to use, even on a 
commercial herd,’”’ McDonald believes.

Yet in 
the eyes of six independent judges and of 
the purchasing public, they have been the 
best young sires produced in Britain in 
their respective years and they certainly 
are as full of character as could be desired 
and show no signs of any deterioration a 
regards size. 

So much for the problems of the breed in 
the British Isles, but what are the pros 
pects? This year the Aberdeen-Angus Cat- 
tle Society has more members than at any 
time in its history. The prices paid for its 
cattle, on an average, are higher than at 
any time in its history, although we should 
not lay too much emphasis on that as the 
value of the pound has deteriorated very 
fast those last few years and probably 7, 
500 gns. ($31,500.00), today the top price 
paid for an Aberdeen-Angus bull calf in 
Britain, would not have meant more than 
2,500 pounds or $10,000 dollars at the be 
ginning of the present century. The nun- 
ber of cattle exported during 1946 has als0 
been a record. . 

These things do not mean anything at all. 
They mean, on the contrary, a great. 
both in Britain and abroad. They meat 
that in Britain more and more people alt 
coming to regard the Aberdeen-Angus 4 
the right breed to raise if beef cattle ar 
to be raised. Abroad they mean that th 
old country has not yet lost its reputatio 
for the production of sound stud stock.

This is supported by the 
extraordinary expansion of the membership 
of the Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associa- 
tion of the United States. When I was in 
our country last year, I visited a herd in 
one State that was founded less than twenty 
years ago when that State had only two 
other herds in existence. Now there are 
over 120 herds in the State, One can 
gather also from the prizes gained and the 
rices paid at the State Fairs all over the 
th S. A. that the Aberdeen-Angus and their 
breeders are in a very happy position of 
jority. 
se Gore the same phenomenon in the 
Argentine where pedigree Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle bred in that country now command a 
better trade than the animals of any other 
breed and where the choicest lots of com- 
mercial cattle are almost invariably after 
Aberdeen-Angus or their crosses. | 

In New Zealand the great majority of 
the beef cattle are Aberdeen-Angus and the 
quality of the pedigree stock there is still 
feeling the improvement effected by the 
importation about the beginning of the war 
of the great Scottish-bred buil MULBEN 
EMBASSY which a few months ago, at 
eight years of age, was sold for over $6,- 
00v.00 to an Australian breeder. 

In Australia the number of Aberdeen-An- 
gus herds has been multiplied ten times 
since the end of the first World war and at 
the recent great Victoria State Show at 
Melbourne, the exhibits from Aberdeen-An- 
gus stud herds are said to have dominated 
the Exhibition. 

There is too a distinct quickening of in- 
terest in Europe. The recent deal with 
Sweden, one of the leading dairying coun- 
tries in the Old World, is very remarkable. 
The Swedes bought 230 stud beef stock, of 


which 211 were Aberdeen-Angus bulls and 
females. Other European countries are 
interested and would no doubt be import- 
ing were financial, political and exchange 
restrictions removed or eased, because they 
are pretty well assured that the best way 
to bring up their cattle to an economic beef- 
producing standard is by the use of bulls 
that put plenty of quick maturing flesh on 
them. 

That is the situation today. Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders in Scotland, England and 
Ireland are conscious of the demard which 
this situation has created and will do their 
best to meet it. As far as Scotland is con- 
cerned, one of the main complications is 
that besides providing cattle for overseas, 
Scotch breeders are continually being faced 
with the requirements of established Eng- 
lish herds and new English breeders, and it 
is worthy of remark that although the 
double strain upon Scottish Aberdeen-An- 
gus raisers has been very considerable, 


there has been no sign, up to now, that 
Scottish herds are unable to meet. it. 

But this in its turn means that competi- 
tion will continue to be very keen and prices 
to be, comparatively with pre-war days, 
high. No doubt, however, provided the 
‘quality of the animals is good, no one will 
quarrel with the purchase price.

can spot the signs that a herd has started to 
slip through the use of inferior bulls. Ten 
dollars a head off on the calf crop of one or 
two bulls can make a ‘cheap’ bull darned 
expensive.” 

Aberdeen-Angus expansion in the range 
states has been held down by the dearth of 
cattle, especially bulls, of a quality equal or 
superior to the cattle the Doddies will re- 
place. Where quality, and numbers, are 


present. the job of selling the breed is - 


simple. It is admitted that one cannot in- 


crease the numbers of Doddie commercial 
females faster than nature will allow. But 
given some really good Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls a lot of herd owners with cows of an- 
other color could be swung over to the 


proposition of producing those hornless 
blacks with white faces. 

It will take good bulls to get this job 
of selling done. Range men want good 
heads and wide, strong backs on their bulls. 
They want good legs and good bone; they 
want mellow hided bulls with lots of na- 
tural fleshing and thickness. A_ strong 
heart girth with plenty of vigor and con- 
stitution, plus a good “pair of pants”, are 
other essentials. The “pony” type bull is 
out, likewise the tall, hooky, “single gutted” 
kind. It has been demonstrated that west- 
ern men will pay good money for their kind 
of a bull. But it takes more than a so-so 
bull with a corn crib cross to get attention 
on this great potential market. : :

starting, cattle horses are in good demand. 
Here again foundation stock representing 
the best of the breed was acquired to put 
quarter horse production at. Ferndale on a 
quality basis. : : : 

Heading the mare string is Mr. Grafe’s 
favorite mount, “Joe”, a beautiful bay with 
conformation and a disposition that is hard 
to fault. This stallion traces back on his 
sire’s side to the famous Little Joe, by 
Traveler and on his dam’s side to Hickory 
Bill and Peter McCue—breeding that needs 
no explanation in quarter horse circles. 
Hyde Merritt, who comes from a family well 
known in rodeo and quarter horse circles, 
is in charge of horse operations. \ 

Nestled in the Santa Paula canyon is the 
ranch headquarters and the home of the 
Grafe family. A series of spring fed pools 
lead down from the spacious ranch home. 
Along this waterway are giant ferns. Live 
oak, walnut and other trees cast a perpetual 
coolness. It is not hard to believe that in 
the hot and dry summer months the Fern- 
dale ranch home is a virtual oasis shelter- 
ed by the towering canyon walls on three 
sides.

The Horse Served, Too 


The public believed that the development 
of the machine had eliminated infantry 
marches and rendered the horse useless in 
war-making. These statements provoked 
snorts of derision from millions of foot- 
sore servicemen. The whinnies and brays 
of outraged pride from hundreds of thou- 
sands of horses and mules should resound 
at this casual dismissal of their service. 
True enough, the lightning thrusts of 
American mechanized columns replaced the 
wild cavalry charges of yester-year, but 
horses and mules figured in the back-stage 
fighting which marked the Italian and 
China-Burma-India theaters. In these inac- 
cessible areas where unspeakable roads and 
even more unspeakable weather paralyzed 
motor transport, horse and mule power 
broke the stalemate. These all-weather 
“machines” were provided by the livestock 
industry when the government sent buyers 
into the field with orders to scour the 
country in search of horses and mules to 
prosecute these arduous campaigns.

Packers Do Their Part 


The packers figured prominently ; 
industry’s fine showing. Rousmes tat : . 
first in favor and first in consumption by 
the services, the packers threw their ae 
experimental resources into the problem of 
providing fighting men everywhere with 
wholesome, flavorful, and balanced meals 
The navy wanted compactly stored supplies 
which were virtually non-perishable, Para. 
troopers wanted vestpocket packages that 
wou'd enable a man to operate independent. 
ly for days at a time. Meeting thes 
specifications of non-perishability and com. 
pactness, without sacrificing palatability 
was to prove a great boon as the conflict 
unfolded and our troops and allies had ty 
be maintained in every part of the world, 

In packaged meat, it was found that such 
essential food elements as proteins, mip. 
erals, and vitamins could be provided in ay 
appetizing form, yet so compactly that i 
could be easily transported. When th 
pinch in shipping was at its worst, th 
packers perfected a dehydrated produ 
which made it possible for one ship ty 
transport as much meat as would ten ships 
carrying fresh beef sides and quarters, This 
accomplishment was invaluable in maintain. 
ing an army across an ocean which teeme 
with enemy submarines. 


Uniquely American 


The eye-opening part about the whole 
war-time record of the livestock industry is 
not so much the tremendous amounts of 
products supplied—and the aggregate 
figures are staggering indeed—but that the 
industry never once fell down on its obliga- 
tions to the military forces, the country’s 
lend-lease commitments, or its delivery of 
available supplies to civilians. 

Despite the restrictions of civilian ration- 
ing, the average annual civilian meat con- 
sumption rate during the war years increas- 
ed by eleven pounds, which meant that the 
American public ate 140 pounds of meat 
per capita during each of the war yeats. 
That the livestock industry could produce 
such results when the chips were down was 
a heart-warming thing to behold. 

It was a uniquely American achievement, 
requiring stockmen, veterinarians, market 
men, processors, and distributors—all oper- 
ating independently for the most part, yet 
pulling together as one vast team. ; 

That is the American way of life at its 
best—the finest, and the most enduring 
hope of mankind today.

resourcefulness of producers to 
og Saga efficient. gains in feeding their 
livestock. Often conflicting directives and 
confusion in the government administration 
of both producers and processors sorely 
taxed the industry’s patience. 
But these obstacles were overcome. | In 
Tracy, Minnesota, down at Pleasant Plains, 
Illinois; out in Greeley, Colorado, and in 
a thousand and one more livestock produc- 
ing communities over the nation, old men 
once retired oemped in to fill the place of 
young men who had responded to the call 
to arms. Women began doing double duty 
as housekeepers and farm hands. Children 
foresook their playing to assume tasks long 
reserved for adults. Old equipment that 
had long cheated the junk yards was patch- 
ed and repatched as it continued to live on 
borrowed time, and strangely enough got 
the job done. The entire animal industry 
shifted its plan of production. 


Battle of the Barnyard 


Despite these shortages and difficulties 
there came a seemingly endless stream of 
meat and livestock products flowing in a 
volume of staggering proportions. And 
that record production is the romantic story 
of the unostentatious battle of the barnyard 
carried forth on 6 million livestock produc- 
ing farms and ranches. 

The efforts of these livestock producers 
did not make newspaper headlines; radio 
commentators did not eulogize their work 
in glowing terms; no E flags were awarded 
them to unfurl and flutter in the breeze. 
Yet, dauntless and convinced of their high 
calling, these producers marshaled their 
forces; overcame seemingly unsurmountable 
obstacles; and toiled ceaselessly on as pro- 
ducts of the livestock industry flowed in 
unprecedented magnitude. cng were the 
champions of a great cause as they worked 
that the right of free men might prevail. 

It was this contribution of livestock pro- 
ducers to the war effort that prompted 
Secretary of Agriculture Anderson to re- 
mark in a speech before the American Na- 
tional Livestock Association convention in 
June, 1946, “There is absolutely no doubt 
that the meat supplies made available to 
our men in uniform were not only a power- 
ful morale builder— they also were a funda- 
mental source of fighting strength. The 
same is true of the meat supplied to our 
Allies and to our home front population— 
meat, as much as steel and rubber and 
electricity, helped to build our astounding 
war machine. Stockmen and farmers, in 
producing the meat, performed just as 
great a production miracle on the range and 
in the feedlot as industry and labor did in 
the factories.” 

Even now the livestock industry seeks to 
make the peace secure by providing meat 
for relief shipments by UNRRA to famine- 
stricken countries. Breeding animals are 
being exported to these countries to build 
again their depleted livestock poulation. 


Why Meat Was Needed 


As a member of the U. S. Army Trans- 
portation Corps assigned to one of our 
great West Coast ports, I had ample op- 
portunity to observe fabulous supplies of 
meat and livestock products being shipped 
in an endless stream to meet the needs of 
fighting men. And later, stationed on the 
trackless tundras of Alaska, then far-flung 
bastion of U. S. defense, I gained an un- 
forgettable respect and appreciation-for the 
peat that was the contribution of the 
lvestock industry. Yes, and speaking from 
experience, a satisfying meal of meat ranks 
close to letters from home and the USO 
girls as a morale builder. 


It is true that charcoal-broiled steaks 
For MONTH of JANUARY, 1947 


cannot be served on the front lines. But 
an occasional meal of satisfying meat can 
make the most adverse circumstances seem 
bearable. Such a meal makes the cares of 
the day fade away, as a feeling of complete 
satisfaction and a sense of adequacy for 
almost anything diffuses the whole person. 
And how discouraging and deflating can be 
the meal without meat! It can be nutrit- 
ious, but never equal to or even approach 
the intangible palatability and satiety quali- 
ties of a meal with meat. The QMC realiz- 
ed this when it made a pound of meat per 
soldier per day the goal. 


MEAT in History 


Meat played a decisive part in the past 
war just as it has down through the course 
of history. Anthropologists have long 
recognized the fact that meat eating peoples 
are the most progressive. Historically the 
meat eating nations have led all others in 
technological and scientific development, 
productive capacity, and standard of living. 

Histories of military operations record 
the absolute dependence of the fighting 
man on food. Napoleon’s statement that 
“an army travels on its stomach” has been 
proven over and over again. And food to 
the fighting man means meat. The English 
poet Thackeray once said when speaking of 
beef, “This is the meat I would eat were I 
going to do battle with a foe.” Byron has 
this to say of meat: 


Man is a carnivorous production 

And must have meats, at least one 
meal a day; 

Although his anatomical construction 
Bears vegetables in a grumbling way, 

Your laboring people think beyond all 
question, 

Beef, veal, and mutton better for 
digestion. 


The characteristics of meat which make 
it unexcelled as a food and therefore indis- 
pensable for fighting men are many. Meat 
contains an abundance of quickly sd 


highly nutritious proteins. The quality o 
protein found in meat is much higher than 
vegetable protein because meat contains all 
the vitally important amino acids. They are 
primarily responsible for the growth and 
repair of body tissues. They provide energy 
that is relatively lasting. 

Meat contains such a large proportion of 
the necessary food nutrients in such high 
quantities that it is almost a complete food 
by itself. Indeed, the noted Arctic explorer 
Vilhhalmur Stefansson lived for considerable 
periods of time on an all meat diet while 
among the Eskimos. He ported a high 
state of physical health while on this ex- 
clusive meat diet. 


Contribution of Others 


The war-time activities of the meat 
processing industry itself and such organ- 
izations as the American Meat Institute 
and the National Livestock and Meat Board 
were noteworthy. The processing industry 
had to contend with shortages of men, sup- 
plies, machinery and equipment, but with 
characteristic ingenuity these difficulties 
were overcome. Research scientists in co- 
operation with the War Department devel- 
oped almost revolutionary new methods and 
products. 

The practice of boning beef initiated at 
the start of the war conserved vital space 
on merchant ships. This development per- 
mitted almost three times as much beef to 
be carried per ship as when the quartered 
— carcasses were hung in the hold of the 
ship.

Walter Godchaux of Napoleonville, Louis- 
iana, who was the heaviest buyer of cattle 
at the International sale, announced he was 
going to see how the Blacks would do in the 
sugar cane country. Mr. Godchaux had ex- 
tensive sugar interests. 


“King’s Best”, a steer fed by Andrew 
Todd, Murfreesboro, Tennessee, and shown 
to the grand championship of the Louisville, 
Knoxville, Nashville, and Chattanooga fairs. 
He was sold after the Nashville show for 
fifty-one cents a pound and dressed out 
better than 68 per cent. 


Selling prices on the top fat car lots at 
the 1921 International showed that sixteen 
loads of Aberdeen-Angus averaged $19.17 
per cwt.; eighteen loads of Herefords $14.83;

Hay at $3.75 a Ton 


Aberdeen-Angus breeder Roy D. Miller, 
of Columbia, Missouri, has a haying method 
which he says can’t be beat. Under his sys- 
tem he figures that his hay costs him $3.75 
per ton. 

He merely takes his cattle off bluegrass 
pasture in July and lets the late summer 
and early fall rains restore the growth. 
This pasture is reserved for feed and the 
Doddie cows do the haying on the Miller 
farm. “The cows have a lot more fun 
harvesting the crop than we do. And in 
these days of high priced help and scarce 
machinery haying has been a problem for 
us. 

Last winter seventy-five pure bred cows 
and their calves winter pastured on a piece 
of blue grass which had been saved. Ex- 
cept for a period when the ground was

covered with ten inches of snow they re- 
ceived no other feed and came through the 
winter in good flesh. During the same 
period 150 ewes were carried until March 
10th with no extra feed. 

Here is how he figures the $3.75 per ton: 
he figures the land worth $50.00 per acre 
and at four per cent the interest charge is 
$2.00; taxes are 50 cents per acre; he 
figures mowing and fence repairs at $1.00 
per acre. This is a total carrying cost of 
$3.50 per acre. From this he subtracts 
$1.00 credit for the pasture grass grazed 
during May, June and July. This brings 
the overhead down to $2.50 per acre. Mr, 
Miller has found that it takes one and one- 
half acres of cured grass to equal one ton 
of hay as winter feed—hence the $3.75 per 
ton charge for the main winter forage of 
his Aberdeen-Angus herd.

WHEAT GRASS HIGH AS WINTER 
PASTURE CROP. 

Rangelands reseeded to native western 
wheat grass have a winter carrying capacity. 
nearly three times as great as unimproved 
range, the southern great plains Field 
Station at Woodward, Oklahoma, reports. 
Steer calves on western wheat grass pasture 
at the rate of an animal per 4.2 acres gain- 
ed 158.5 pounds per head in 147 days from 
November to April last year. A comparable 
group of steer calves winter grazed on dor- 
mant range at the rate of one per 7.3 
acres gained but 96.8 pounds in the same 
period of time. 

Chemical analysis shows that in its dry 
form western wheat grass contains from 
fifteen to twenty-two per cent protein, or 
four to five times as much protein as the 
dry forage from other grasses. This grass 
also contains about double the calcium and 
phosphorus content needed for maximum 
development. 

Western wheat grass, however, is com 
paratively low in summer grazing value 
compared with the old standbys such pes 
the gramas and buffalo grass. It is as a 
winter forage feed that the newer crop is 
hard to top.
